GET ON THE VOTERS’ LIST, 

Although due notice was given last year of a change in the 
manner of compiling voters’ lists, whereby wives, husbands, sons 
and daughters of property owners. were entitled to vote, little at- 
tention was paid to it, and, as a result,a number of people were 
deprived of their. votes. 

In order that all the above may be placed on the voters" list 
all that is necessary is that they be of the full age of 21 years: in 
order to get on the list the one in whose name the property is as- 
sessed MUST make application to thé town clerk to have the names 
put on. The application must state the full names of the ones en- 
titled to be put on, their age and their relation to the applicant. 

Last year there were a number who let this matter pass un- 
noticed and their excuse was that they thought the clerk knew 
them and ‘would put them on. He could not do this as the law 
and would put them on. The clerk could not do this as the law 
lays down a certain form, as above outlined, which must be com- 
plied with. 

This matter must be attended to by the 3ist.day of August 
of each year,” If, therefore, there are any who are desirous of hav~ 
ing the eligible members of their family on the voters’ list, they | 
should take the necessary steps at once. Tomorrow would be a

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SIR ROBERT BORDEN 


The most momentous happenings in Canada during’ the 
past week hhs been the announcement of the resignation of Sir 


Robert Borden. 


The various daily papers according to their political affili- 
ations have commented upon the resignation of the Premier, 
and the effect that his personality has had upon affairs. in 
Canada, Some of these comments have been friendly and 


others the reverse; but through it all there is a note to the ef-‘ 
fect that he has filled the most difficult position that ever came- 


to-a Canadian in. public life, with dignity and credit to his 
country. 


Sir Robert Borden does not possess the magnetism or the 
popular qualities which in Sir John Macdonald and Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier captured the imagination of their countrymen; but he 
has kept a steady level head in time of national] stress, and his 
conduct in high office has been such that some of his most noted 
political opponents were induced to forget the rancour of faction 
and party and give him their strongest support. 


He came into power in 1911 as a Conservative. He de- 
feated Sir Wilfrid Laurier on the reciprocity question, and rightly, 
or wrongly, the Conservatives-were elected at that time upon a 
Policy of Canadian Nationalism. and British Imperialism. 


“It ts not our function here to set forth our opinions as to 
whether reciprocity was right or wrong; but at that time thé 
majority of the people of Canada were against it. 


The thunderbolt of the war changed the complexion of 
things entirely and the Premier, was called upon to handle a 
situation unparallelled in the history of the Dominion. He 
early realized that the best brains of Canada should be called 
to“counsel, irrespective of politics, and on the formation of 
“Union Government, he gathered around him a remarkable body 
‘of able nad poriote Canadian public men. 


Under hi the Canadian army was ecbbiiied and sent 


overseas, and under his tutelage Canada for the first time re- - 


ceived her status as a nation. 


-He was by no means the least tO figure at- the 
Peace Conference and his advice has been sought and given with 
- due modesty on matters of the greatest international importance. 


It is not to be wondered at that his health broke down 
under the strain; and despite a considerable period devoted to 
recuperation — he finds himself advanced in years, and unable 
ph to bear the burden much longer. He will retain his 
seat in t and his successor will dayhtlees profit much 
by his advice. /
